the strike. Rall executives say the
action of these men breaks the strike
hefore it Is started.

The signal men, who number 17,000
will make their decision as to the
strike Wednasday. They are close to
the train operating unions and may
aast in their lot with the brothg
hoods.

Carrier line Chiefs and Brotherhood
Leaders Ordered to Meet
October 26.

Chicago—The government moved
to prevent a rafiroad strike and to en-
force obodience by unions and roads
of decrees of the rallroad and labor
board, the board aunouncing It bad
assumaed full Jurisdiction in the rail
crisls and ordering the workers not
to strike pending a conference of un
fon heads and rail chiefs whieh s
called for October 26,

l:m, the scheduled strike date, board

The action was taken following re

These two groups are part of the
eloven unions numbering three-fourths
of the rall employees, which had voted
to strike but had not issued a strike
call

Besaldes stepping Into the breach he-
tween the carriers and the five un.
fons’ which have called a strike—the
trainmen, the awitchmen, the engi
neors, the firemen and conductors—
the labor board summarily ordered
the Tremont and Gull Rallroad, a 67-
milé line In Loulsiana, to rescind its
order installing an open shop effec-
tive immediately,

If the unions choose Lo carry
through strike plans which the hoard
askod them to defor, momlmrs of the
board said that the next move would
go to Washington, intimating their
present actlon exhaustod thelr at
tempts to furnish the teeth which the
transporiation act, creating the board,
was siid by many to lack. At the same
time, it was pointed out that the
transportiation act gives tho boord
power to cite the interedted partios
for alleged violation of its rulings, as
it did In ealling o conference October
26, but provides no penaltios for vie
lation of its decroes.

American Farm Bureau as Repre-
sentative of Public Also Takes
a Hand in Controversy.

San Antonlo, Tex.—A telegram an
nouncing a meeting of rallroad ex
ecutives of all important lines in the
United States affected by the strike
order, to be held in their respective
districts to discuss the situation and
gteps to be taken In carrying out the
program decided upon st the execu
tive meating in Chicago October 14,
was recelved in rallroad circles to-

night,
Meanwhile members of executive
associations, It was sald, have been

requested to announce nothing which
would disclose plans of the railroads
for Keeplug tralns in operation,

Chicago,—BEfforts to avert the na
tlonwide strike, scheduled for ©O
tobor 30, found governmental agencie
representatives of the publie,” and
some rallway labor unions taking e
tion gimultaneously, which all thro
hope would prevent a tieup of the
transportation system,

Foremost wmong moves being mac
was a moeting between the railrond
luhor board and heads of the five un
iong, which have already authorized
their men to strike, called by the

The first move by a public organi
zatlon to avert a strike came when the
American Farm' Burean federation,
representing 1,850,000 farmers, sent
petitions to the interstate commerco
commission, asking an immediate 10
to 20 per cent reduction in freight
rates on necessities, and announced
that it would also appeal to the lubor
bourd not to grant a new 10 per cent
wage reduction, which the roads have
announced they will seek, but rather
to revise wages generally in accord-
ance with the cost of living. Concur-
rence in these requests should avert
the strike, the federation said, and
volunteerad to meet with union and
rall representativesd as a mediator,

Meotings to last all weck will be
started by the eleven raill unions
which have not yet Issued strike calls,
although most of them have voted for
a strike. Leaders of several of these
unions announced that at the meot-
ings they will oppose a strike cull, in
hope a split between them and the
five unions already authorized to walk
out may avert a strike,
